The sequel is most suggestive of all. 
A new tender “ for a m uch larger sum ” 
was sent in by the same firm. 
It was 
accepted. 
The very same bridge th a t 
was s**nt to Russia and brought back 
was forwarded again, re-erected, exam ­ 
ined by the same official, received his 
approval and was taken over by the 
Russian government. 
Of course in their new tender the firm 
left an am ple m argin, and the official, 
receiving a s u b s t a n t i a l “ ti p ,” approved 
of the same bridge th a t he had formerly 
condemned. — Pears*in's Weekly .

N ovel Sa fety I.n>iip. 
The new safety lamp for mines, oper­ 
ating up*ni a peculiar principle, is re­ 
ported as being in successful use in G er­ 
many . 
A peculiarity of thih lam p is 
noted— namely , that it is not closed in 
any special way , like other lamps, and 
it. m atters very little w hether or not the 
workman, disregarding the regulations 
of the mine, succeeds in opening the 
lamp, for there is a special arrangem ent 
by means of which tin* flame is extm- 
guishalde at the same instant. 
This is 
explained by there being in the inte­ 
rior of tli*' lam p glass a spring which is 
compressed when the upper piece is 
screwed down, which enables a cap to 
operate upon the wick in such a manner 
us to shift it aside, facilitating the lig h t­ 
ing of the lamp and afterw ard the com ­ 
bustion. 
When t he spring is worked in 
the contrary direction, the cap again 
operates upon the wick, and the flame 
ceases t lu* mom ent the cap comes in 
contact w ith the air. 
The lamp can be 
lighted without, being opened.
